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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  bread  grain  information 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  193^  wheat  crop  in  Italy  slightly 
increased  the  total  reported  by  1+0  countries  to  2,878,768,000  bushels  or 
270,309,000  bushels  less  than  the  1933  harvest  of  the  same  countries.  The 
Italian  crop,  placed  at  232,696,000  bushels,  is  22  percent  below  that  of 
1933,  and  considerably  under  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.    While  no 
exact  figures  are  available  covering  carryover  from  the  past  year,  it  is 
expected  that  the  supply  available  will  not  meet  the  estimated  Italian 
consumption  of  about  295,000,000  bushels,  and  imports  will  be  necessary 
during  this  season.    Wo  changes  were  made  in  the  I93U  ry_e  production  esti- 
mates during  the  past  week  and  the  total  remains  at  864,991,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  1,026,037,000  bushels  produced  by  the  same  countries  in  1933*

Argentine  crop  conditions 

The  condition  of  the  193^-35  wheat  crop  of  Argentina  is  good  on  the 
whole,  although  the  plants  are  entering  the  critical  period  of  their  growth, 
according  to  an  official  report  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  forwarded 
by  the  Buenos  Aires  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  Drought 
damage  and  the  invasions  of  locusts  were  of  little  importance  in  relation 
to  the  large  area  seeded,  but  in  some  districts  they  assumed  local  signifi- 
cance.   Frosts  during  September  did  some  injury,  but  the  moist  are  in  the 
soil  and  later  rains  offset  their  bad  effect  to  some  extent.    Wheat  fields 
in  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires,  which  accounts  for  over  40  percent  of  the 
area  sown  in  Argentina,  appeared  somewhat  behind  the  normal  growth  of  this 
time  of  the  year,  though  the  plants  were  well  rooted  and  had  good  color. 
The  southern  and  western  regions,  which  suffered  from  drought  up  to  the 
first  of  September,  have  reacted  since  recent  showers  were  received,  and 
prospects  have  improved.    Wheat  is  now  heading  in  the  northern  districts  of 
Cordoba,  In  which  province  about  30  percent  of  the  wheat  of  Argentina  ia 
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planted,  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  is  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  The 
large  amount  of  rainfall  received  has  tended  to  check  damage  caused  in 
some  sections  by  early  drought  conditions  and  attacks  of  locusts.  In 
Santa  Fe,  the  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  is  also  generally  good  except 
for  some  frost  damage,  the  extent  of  which  has  not  yet  "been  determined. 
A  small  part  of  the  early  sown  wheat  of  Entre  Rios  is  heading,  and  the 
plants  present  a  healthy  and  satisfactory  appearance.     Lack  of  rain  has 
hampered  the  development  of  the  wheat  of  San  Lui s ,  but  in  the  Territory 
of  La  Pampa  rains  have  encouraged  the  growth  of  the  wheat,  and  pests  are 
unimportant. 

Western  Mediterranean  Basin  wheat  situation 

The  total  193*+  wheat  production  in  the  western  Mediterranean  Basin 
is  now  estimated  by  the  Pa.r.i's  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
at  821,100,000  bushels,  according  to  the  September  report.     This  compares 
with  88*4,283,000  bushels  harvested  in  1933  and  the  five-year  average  of 
765,977,000  bushels.     Of  the  I93U  crop,' bread  wheat  is  placed  at  713,809,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  77^,307,000  bushels  in  1933;  and  durum  wheat  at 
107,291,000  bushels,  which  differs  little  from  the  109,976,000  bushels  pro- 
duced in  1933 •    A  good  crop  of  durum  whea"1   is  reported  for.  the. North  African 
countries,  but. a  short  crop  is  in  prospect  for  Italy,  the  Paris  office 
states.     See  table,  page 

Crop  conditions 

•Reports  on  the  193 ^  wheat  crop  in  France'  state'  that-  the- grains  are 
well  filled  and  the  specific  weight  good.    Recent'  weather  conditions  have 
been  favorable  for  fall  field  work.    No  change  was  made  in  the  estimate  of 
"the  Italian  crop,  but  an  official  figure  just  received  places  the  crop 
somewhat  ab^ve  the  estimate  of  the  Paris  office.     The  Spanish  crop  is 
rated  very  good  throughout  the  country,  arid  in  some  regions,   such  as 
Andalusia,  the  outturn  is  said  to  be  above  the  bumper  crop  of  1932.  Rain 
was  needed  in  order  that  the  soil  could  be  properly  prepared  for  fall  sow- 
ings.   A  larger  crop  than  previously  estimated  is  in  prospect  for  Portugal, 
according  to  the  Paris  office,  but  threshings  are  not  yet  completed.  Ex- 
cept for  a  downward  revision  in  the  figure  for  Morocco,  the  North  African 
wheat  crop  estimates  remain  as  previously  reported.    The  quality  of  the 
bread  wheat  is  said  to  be  good,  but  unfavorable  weather  conditions  in  the 
growing  season  caused  a  rather  high  percentage  of  starchy  grains  in  the 
durum  crops  of  both  Morocco  and  Tunisia. 

Wheat  markets 

No  important  movements  on  the  markets  of  the  various  countries  were 
noted  during  the  month.    The  French  market  was. dull  in  anticipation  of 
further  governmental  measures  to  increase  exports  and  utilize  more  wheat 
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in  domestic  milling*    Export  demand  was  poor,  with  consequent  depression 
among  the  trade.    More  recent  reports  indicate  greater  export  activity, 
but  no  definite  information  is  available  concerning  the  quantity  or  qual- 
ity of  the  wheat  involved.     VTith  a  sizeable  carryover  expected  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  only  wheat  for  milling  ,in  bo  n$  will  be  taken  by  France  this 
season,  The  Perls  office  reports.  .  Prices  for  bread  wheats  of  the  new 
crop  in  Italy  strengthened  in  August  and  held  firm  during  most  of  Sep- 
tember.   A  material  factor  of  the  situation  was  seen  in  the  necessity  for 
imports  this  season*    Some  3,700,000  bushels  of  wheat  may  be  taken  from 
Hungary  if  the  amount  is  available  and  small  quantities  of  durum  wheat 
from  North  Africa.     The  grain  market  in  .Spain  has  been  quiet  for  some 
time.    The  prices  fixed  by  the  government  are  somewhat  difficult  to  main- 
tain in  the  face  of  large  supplies f  but  an  additional  sum  has'been  provided 
by  the  government  to  aid  the  farmers  and  nr event  an  accumulation  of  offer- 
ings. 

llorth  African  wheat;;,  as  far  as  the  European  situation  is  concerned, 
come  under  French  production  and  utilization,  but  some  shipments  of  duroms 
have  been  mode  recently  from  Morocco  to  Germany.    The  Protectorate  govern- 
ment has  ,just  promulgated  certain  measures  governing  the  granting  of  licenses 
for  the  export  of  bread  wheat  to  France  within  the  contingent.     For  every 
license  of  100  quintals  (367  bushels)    granted  either  to  the  Farmers  Cooper- 
ative Elevators  or  to  grain  exporters,  40  quintals  (147  bushels)  must  be 
exported  outside  of  France,  or  rendered  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  20 
quintals  (73  bushels)  must  be  stock' d  for  can  rover  into  the  following  year. 
A  priority  of  10  percent  of  thr  contingent  is  reserved  for  pedigree  wheat. 

The  Shanghai  wheat  market  ■ 

Prices  of  wheat  and  flour  continued  to  decline  during  most  of  the 
week  ended  October  5,  due  to  lower  world  prices,  but  they  showed  some  im- 
provement the  last  few  days,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai 
office  of  the  foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Although  Shanghai  and  Tientsin 
millers   .ere  showing  some  interest  in  foreign  wheat  quotations,  no  sales 
we^re  made  since  the  two  cargoes  of  Argentine  wheat  were  placed  the  preceding 
week.    Arrivals  of  domestic  wheat  continued  in  small  volume.  Shanghai 
mills  were  operating  at  almost  full  capacity,  and  flour  stocks  were  esti- 
mated at  1,400,000  bogs.    The  undertone  cf  the  flour  mark-  t  was  firm,  with 
demand  this  week  from  Wanchurir.n  ports  and  nearby  interior  buyers  somewhat 
improved.     Imports  of  flour  into  South  K  anchor  in  were  reported  by  Consul 
Vincent  as  follows:    From  Japan  1,041,000  bags  of  49  pounds,  Shanghai 
538,000,  Australia  332,000,  Chosen  2b, 000,  total  1,936,000  bags.  Dairen 
flour  stocks  at  the  end  of  August  were  placed  at  826,000  bags,  on  September 
10,  at  1,350,000  bags*. 
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Prices  of  wheat  on  the  Shanghai  market,  c.i.f.  Shanghai,  duty  in- 
cluded, for  October-November  shipment  in  "bulk,  were  quoted  as  follows: 
Argentine  74  cents  per  bushel,  Australian  (New  South  Wales)     76  cents, 
domestic  standard  for  October  delivery  66  cents,  November  67  cents,  and 

ecember  delivery  69  cents  per  bushel.    Domestic  flour  for  October  deliv- 
ery was  78  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds,  November  and  December  delivery,  80 
cents  per  bag.     Australian  flour,  c.i.f.  Hongkong,  was  $3.19  per  barrel  of 
196  pounds. 

Danube  Basin  rye  and  maslin 

The  September  report  from  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service  covering  rye  and  maslin  carries  no  changes  in  the  pro- 
duction estimates  of  the  Danubian  countries,   the  total  remaining  at 
49,210,000  bushels  as  compared  with  the  report  1933  crop  of  82,507,000 
bushels.     The  exportable  surplus,  however,  was  raised  from  1,968,000 
bushels,  to  2,362,000  bushels  due  to  the  stimulus  given  the  rye  trade  by 
the  purchases  of  the  Austrian  Union  of  Agricultural  Cooperatives .  Ry,e 
intended  for  domestic  use  was  sold  on  account  of  the  high  prices  received. 
Should  similar  purchases    be  made  in  the  future,  exports  this  season  may 
reach  the  total  amount  available,  the  Belgrade  office  states,  but  no  im- 
mediate activity  is  expected.     Exports  last  season  totaled  6,858,000 
bushels  and  during  July  -  September  1934,335,000  bushels. 


FEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  ,-crain  information 

The  1934  barley  production  in  30  countries  so  far  reported  shows 
a  decrease  of  nearly  6  percent  from  the  production  in  the  same  countries 
in  1933.     The  condition  of  the  barley  crop  in  Great  Britain  at  the  be- 
ginning of  October  was  somewhat  below  that  at  the  same  time  last  year,  but 
about  the  same  as  in  1932. 

The  1934  oats  production  in  25  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
2,263,243,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  17  percent  from  the  induction  in 
the  same  countries  last  year.     The  first  estimate  of  the  oats  crop  in 
Austria  is  32,042,000  bushels,  which  is  7.5  percent  below  the  1933  pro- 
duction.   The  condition  of  the  oats  crop  in  Great  Britain  at  the  be- 
ginning of  October  is  the  lowest  since  1930. 

The  1934  corn  production  in  11  countries    reported  totals 
1,970,659,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  31.5  percent  from  that  of  the  same 
countries  in  1933.     The  latest  estimate  of  the  crop  in  Yugoslavia  is 
137,788,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  4  percent  below  the  harvest  of 
lastly ear.     The  crop  in  Manchuria  is  now  placed  at  59,859,000  bushels, 
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a  decrease  of  nearly  Ik  percent  from  the  1933  production.    The  condition 
of  the  corn  crop  in  Egypt  at  the  "beginning  of  October  was  about  normal. 
Eor  tables  showing  feed  grain  prices  and  trade,  see  page  H05. 


The  Russian  grain  situation 

Lagging  harvest  operations  in  the  eastern  regions  of  the  Soviet  Union 
were  endangering  the  uncut  cereals,  according  to  a  report  in  "Pravda"  of 
September  25,  193        These  are  the  regions  where  the  crops  this  year  were  re- 
ported to  be  generally  good  and  needed  to  offset  some  of  the  losses  resulting 
from  the  spring  drought  in  southern  Russia.    While  95  percent  of  the  acreage 
sown  to  early  spring  and  winter  cereals  was  cut  in  the  Soviet  Union  as  a 
whole  uo  to  September  20,  in  Western  Siberia  only  jU  percent  was  cut, 
Chelyabinsk  region  (Ural)  73  percent,  and  Kazakstan  S5  percent.     The  progress 
of  threshing  and  stacking  is  more  rapid  for  the  Union  as  a  whole  than  last 
year,  but  eastern  regions  are  lagging  behind.    For  a  more ' detailed  discussion 
of _  the  Russian  harvest  situation,  see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,"  October

Fall  sowings,      to  September  20  continue  to  show  better  progress  than 
in  any  of  the  last  five  years.     See  table  on  page  kO'j  and  also  "Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets,"  October  8,  193^,  page  366.    An  area  of  70,600,000  acres  was 
seeded  to  all  winter  crops  up  to  September  20,  constituting  76  percent  of 
the  sowing  plan.    This  is  15,000,000  acres  above  the  comparable  figure  of 
last  year  when  59  percent  of  the  plan  was  seeded.    Ukraine,  the  most  important 
winter  wheat  section  of  the  Union,  seeded  fG  percent  of  the  plan  compared 
with  37  percent  a  year  ago.     In  the  North  Caucasus  area  the  Azov-Black  Sea 
region  seeded  53  percent  of  the  plan  and  North  Caucasus  proper  29  percent. 
The  rate  of  seeding  in  the  latter  region  is  considered  unsatisfactory. 
Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus,  which  together  account      for  nearly  70  percent 
of  the  total  planned  193^-35  winter  wheat  acreage  of  the  Union,  each  seeded 
a  larger  area  by  September  20,  193^  than  in  any  of  the  previous  four  years, 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  U03.     On  the  other  hand,  in  the  Middle 
Volga  area  sowings  are  lagging  behind  last  year  and  the  plan  was  still  lH 
percent  incomplete  on  September  20*    The  neighboring  Tartar  and  Bashkir 
Republics  were  also  behind  last  year  in  their  sowings. 

Up-  to  September  20  the  Soviet  Government  had  collected  76  percent  of 
the  quantity  of  grain  specified  in  its  annual  procuring  plan  (exclusive  of 
the  milling  levy  in  kind).     Collection  of  the  grain  tax  in  kind  continued 
ahead  of  other  types  of  procurements  with  SO  percent  of  its  plan  fulfilled. 
The  deliveries  of  the  state  farms  constituted  69  percent  of  the  planned 
quantity  and  the  payments  to  the  machine-tractor  stations  and  repqyments  of 
seed  and  food  grain  loans  constituted  63  and  66  percent,  respectively,  of 
the  figures  specified  in  the  plan.    A  number  of  western  and  southern  regions 
completed  the  collections  specified  by  the  plan.    Eastern  regions,  how- 
ever, appear  to  be  backward  in  their  deliveries.    No  data  for  procurements

of  individual  crops  or  figures  other  than  percentages  for  procurements  of 
all  cereals  are  given  in  the  Soviet  reports.    According  to  a  recent  de- 
cree, the  collectives  and  their  members  and  individual  peasant  farmers  .-  . 
who  have  fulfilled  their  obligations  to  the  state  may  sell  to  the  latter 
extra  quantities  of  grain  and  purchase  needed  manufactured  goods,  although 
they  are  still  not  permitted  to  engage  in  private  trade  until  the  whole 
region  fulfills  its  obligations  to  the  state  specified  in  the  procuring 
plan  and  provides  the  requisite  seed  reserves-.;' 


RICE 

Jap an e  seri  ce  crop  reduced 


The  1934  rice  crop  in  14  perfectures  in  Japan  is  estimated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  at  4,400,000,000  pounds  compared  with  a  produc- 
tion of  5,826,000,000  pounds  in  the  same  area  i.^n  1933 ,  according  to  a 
radiogram  from  Consul  General  Garrels  in  Tokyo,  sent  through  the  Shanghai 
office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  information  used  in  mak- 
ing this  estimate  was  obtained  from  the  perfectures  before  the  typhoon  of 
September  21.    The  total  crop  in  Japan  is  now  unofficially  estimated  at 
16,556,000,000  pounds  compared  with  a  final  estimate  for  1933  of 
22,254,000,000  pounds. 

German  rice  market  quiet 

Germany  continues  to  import  only  very  limited  quantities  of  Ameri- 
can rice,  according  to  Vice  Consul  A.  N.  Steyne  at  Hamburg.    The  higher 
price  position  of  the  American  article  has  made  business  increasingly  dif- 
ficult, as  has  the  limitation  placed  upon  foreign  exchange  available  for 
paying  for  such  purchases.    From  June  15  to  early  September  only  1,600 
metric  tons  (1,750  short  tons)  of  Blue  Rose  brown  rice  were  imported  into 
Hamburg.    Mills  are  hesitant  about  buying  old  crop  American  rice  and  are 
awaiting  results  of  the  new  crop  becoming  available  this  month.  German 
inland  rice  markets,  however,  continued  fairly  active  during  most  of 
August,  but  interest  declined  later  in  the  month.     Despite  the  marked  re- 
cent rise  in  world  prices,  German  mill  quotations  had  not  changed,  up  to 
mid- Sept ember,  although  permission  to  raise  prices  on  domestic  sales  had 
been  repeatedly  requested.     In  early  September  mills  were  reported  to  have 
adequate  stocks  o^  all  types  on  hand  with  no  pressing  need  for  immediate 
import.    Export  business,  however,  continues  to  be  limited.    Reasons  for 
the  restricted  export  movement  are  not  clear,,  since  Hamburg  quotations 
have  been  easily  competitive  as  a  resiilt  of  the  control  exercised  over  the 
activity  of  German  rice  mills. 
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DRY  BEAMS 

Danube  Basin  dry  "bean  crop  large 

The  1934  dry  bean  production  in  the  Danube  Ens  in  is  estimated  at 
600,00''  short  tons  by  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service.     This  is  the  fourth  successive  large  crop  in  this  area  and  com- 
pares with  a  1933  crop  of  664,000  short  tons  and  an  average  for  1928-1932 
of  510,000  short  tons'.     Thp  area  planted  to  beans  alone  this  season  was 
571,000  acres  compared  with  554,000  acres  in  1933  and  the  5-year  average 
of  502,000  acres.    The  1934  area  of  beans  planted  in  corn  fields  is  esti- 
mated at  3,415,000  acres  in  Bulgaria,  Hungary,  and  Rumania  as  against 
3,645,000  acres  in  1933.    No  record  is  kept  of  interplanted  beans  in  Yugo- 
slavia.   Drought  during  the  spring  months  is  responsible  for  the  lower 
acreage  of  interplanted  beans  this  season.     This  curtailment  was  only 
slightly  offset  by  the  small  increase  in  acreage  of  beans  planted  alone.

Until  the  end  of  May  the  outlook  for  the  1934  crop  was  unsatisfac- 
tory.   From  that  time  on,  however,  abundant  rains,  well  distributed  through- 
out the  growing  season,  have  so  improved  conditions  that  yield  per  acre 
is  expected  to  be  greater  than  in  1933,  except  in  Rumania,  where  plant- 
ings were  unusually  late  and  rainfall  less  than  in  the  other  Danube  Basin 
countries.     The  quality  of  the  bean  crop  in  Bulgaria,  Hungary,  and  Yugoslavi 
is  reported  medium  to  good,  but  in  some  sections  of  Romania  the  quality  is 
poor. 

The  surplus  of  beans  available  for  export  from  the  Danube  Basin  be- 
tween September  1,  1934  and  August  31,  1935  is  ejected  to  be  159,000 
short  tons,  including  a  carryover  of  about  5,500  short  tons  from  the  1933 
Bulgarian  crop.     This  comoares  with  approximate  exports  of  199,000  short 
tons  during  1933-34,  and.  an  average  of  155,00')  short  tons  from  the  1928 
to  1952  croTjs.    On  account  of  the  steady  export  demand,  following  depletion 
of  old  crop  stocks  due  to  active  exports  previous  to  May,  bean  prices  in- 
creased considerably  from  May  to  the  middle  of  September  in  all  Danubip.n 
countries.    The  incrr-ase  was  particularly  sharp  during  the  latter  part  of 
August  as  a  result  of  reports  of  insufficient  domestic  production  in  Italy 
and  France,  the  principal  markets  for  Danubian  beans,  and  of  crop  failure 
in  Michigan. 
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ERUIT,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS. 

Imports  of  American  oranges  at  Shanghai  larger 

The  consumption  of  American  oranges  in  Shanghai  was  heavier  than 
usual  during  the  past  summer,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  E.  J.  Rossi ter, 
Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai.    The  strong  demand  was 
due  to  a  shortage  of  Chinese  fru.it.     The  1934  orange  crop  in  China  is  ex- 
pected to  be  short  in  some  sections  but  the  total  crop  will  likely  he  near 
average  production.    Orange  imports  in  the  11-month  period,  October  to 
August,  amounted  to  53,800  boxes  (of  70  pounds)  against  39,560.  boxes  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1932-33. 

Puerto  Rican  grapefruit  crops  about  average 

About  260,000  boxes  of  grapefruit  should  mature  in  Puerto  Rico 
between  August  15  and  December  31,  1934  and  625,000  boxes  between  January  1 
and  June  30,  1935,  mak.v  *  a  total  of  1,085,000  boxes,  according  to  A.  S. 
Mason.  Supervising  Inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
at  San  Juan.    She  early  fruit  should  grade  around  65  percent  U.  S.  No.  2's 
or  higher  and  run  heavily  to  54' s,  54' s  and  70' s  because  of  the  light  crop. 
The  late .  crop  should  be  of  good  quality  and  size  heavily  from  70' s  to  96' s. 
This  indicates  that  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  early  part  of  1935 
will  probably  be  heavier  than  usual. 

Generally  speaking,  groves  are  not  in  good  condition  at  present  be- 
cause of  lack  of  funds  on  the  part  of  operators.     It  now  appears  from  the 
prices  being  realized  on  the  fall  shipments  of  grapefruit  that  producers 
will  receive  enough  money  to  properly  care  for  the  late  crop  on  the  trees. 

There  has  been  a  scattered  bloom  since  early  June,  which  may  re- 
sult in  a  crop  of  about  60,000  boxes  for  harvest  in  the  summer  of  1935. 
Because  of  the  small  set,  growers  have  not  given  this  crop  very  much  atten- 
tion, consequently  quality  will  probably  be  low.     It  appears  likely  that 
fruit  from  the  bloom  in  question  will  be  mostly  consumed  on  the  Island. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Netherlands  India  market  for  American  canned  milk  increased 

The  outlook  for  American  canned  milk  in  the  markets  of  the  Nether- 
lands East  Indies  is  considerably  better  than  at  this  time  last  year,  ac- 
cording to  Vice  Consul  John  J.  Macdonald  at  Batavia,  Java.    American  ex- 
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porters  have  "been  a"ble  to  increase  their  sales,  although  the  largest  share 
of  the  market  is  still  held  "by  European  exporters.     The  American  products, 
especially  unsweetened  condensed  milk,  have  established  a  quality  reputa- 
tion.   The  American  items  appearing  to  have  the  most  favorable  sales  posi- 
tion are  unsweetened  condensed  milk,  powdered  milk,   and  sweetened  condensed 
milk. 

Imports  of  American  prepared  milk  products  into  the  Ne the rl'ands  East 
Indies  reached  a  total  of  675,000  pounds  in  the  first  half  of  1934  as 
against  631,000  pounds  in  the  first  half  of  1933,  rn  increase -of  about  7 
percent.    Valued  in  florins,  the  1934  business  showed  a  decrease  of  19  per- 
cent, but  the  dollar  value  this  year  was  higher  than  that  of  the  1933  period. 
Of  the  1954  imports  of  American  milk  products,  unsweetened  condensed  milk 
represented  97.6  percent.     In  1933  that  product  represented  96.8  percent  of 
the  total  imports.    This  year  there  was  virtually  no  business  in  sweetened 
skimmed  milk  and  a  slight  decline  in  the  imports  of  American  powdered  milk. 
The  1934  figures,  however,  included  an  item  for  sterilized  natural  milk  in 
cans,  which  did  not  appear  in  the  1933  statistics.     In  the  first  six  months 
of  1934  imports  of  American  milk  products  represented  4.5  percent  of  the  im- 
ports from  all  sources.     In  the .first  half  of  1933  imports  from  the  United 
States  represented  4.19  percent  of  the  total. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  TOOL 
South  Africa  exports  more  medium  quality  mohair 

The  larger  exports  of  mohair  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  during 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1934,  included  an  unusually  high  percentage  of  the 
medium  quality  type  known  as  Summer  Firsts,  according  to  the  annual  sta- 
tistical review  of  the  Port  Elizabeth  Wool  Exchange.    About  90  percent  of 
the  season's  mohair  exports  were  made  through  Port  Elizabeth. 

The  finest  types  of  South  African  mohair  are  included  in  the  des- 
ignations "inter  Kids  and  Summer  Kids,    Medium  grades  are  covered  by  the 
classifications  Winter  Hair  and  Summer  Firsts.    Lower  grades  fall  into  the 
designation  Mixed  Hair  and  Seconds,  Basuto  Hair,  and  Locks.    During  1933-34 
Summer  Firsts  accounted  for  34  percent  of  the  mohair  exports  from  Port 
Elizabeth    against  30  percent  in  each  of  the  two  preceding  years.  Winter 
Hair  made  up  24  percent  of  the  total  exports  for  1933-34  against  36  percent 
in  the  preceding  year  and  23  percent  in  1931-32.     In  the  more  expensive  kid 
hairs,  Summer  Kids  constituted  3  percent  of  the  1933-34  total  against  4 
percent  in  each  of  the  two  preceding  years.    Winter  Kids  stood  at  5  percent 
in  1933-34  compared  with  4  percent  and  8  percent  in  1932-33  and  1931-52, 
respectively.    Mixed  Hair  and  Seconds  were  placed  at  13  percent,  only 
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slightly  higher  than  in  the  two  preceding  years.    Basuto  Hair  comprised  14 
percent  compared  with  7  percent  in  the  preceding  year  and  6  percent  in 
1931-32.    Locks  accounted  for  only  6  percent  of  the  current  figures 
against  8  percent  and  17  percent  in  1932-33  and  1931-32,  respectively. 

The  relative  importance  of  the  various  types  of  mohair  comprising 
the  annual  exports  is  largely  influenced  'by  the  character  of  the  carryover 
from  the  preceding  year.    Port  stocks  on  June  30,  1934,  were  more  than 
half  as  large  as  the  average  annual  exports.    At  the  same  date  in  the  two 
preceding  years  these  stocks  were  approximately  as  large  as  the  average  ex- 
port figures.    On  the  1934  date  there  was  an  unusually  large  carryover  of 
Winter  Hair  and  Winter  Kids,  with  stocks  of  Basuto  Hair  relatively  low. 
This  will  probably  influence  relative  prices  and  exports  in  the  various 
types  of  mohair  during  the  1934-35  season.     There  are  wide  differences  be- 
tween the  prices  of  various  types.    For  example,  in  October,  1932,  Summer 
Kids  were  selling  at  Port  Elizabeth  for  20  cents  per  pound;  Summer  Firsts, 
6  cents;  good  average  Winter  Hair,  4.5  to  5  cents;  good  average  Basuto  Hair, 
5  cents;  and  Locks,  1.5  cents. 

Summer  hair  is  always  the  principal  item  in  the  June  stock  figures 
because  of  its  recent  arrivals  at  the  Port.     The  summer  hair  arrives  chiefly 
during  the  period  April  -  June,  with  the  clip  of  winter  hair  coming  on 
principally  during  the  period  August  -  December.    Mohair  is  clipped  semi- 
annually in  South  Africa.     This  year  Summer  Firsts  represented  50  percent 
of  the  June  30  stocks  remaining  unsold  at  Port  Elizabeth,  which  was  -the 
same  percentage  prevailing  in  1933  and  1932.     Summer  Kids  represented  7  per- 
cent of  the  1934  stocks  against  10  percent  and  5  percent  in  1932-33  and 
1931-32,  respectively.    Winter  Hair  stocks  comprised  20  percent  of  the  total 
this  year,  which  was  somewhat  larger  than  usual.     Stocks  of  Winter  Kid  stood 
at  9  percent  this  year,  with  Mixed    Hair  and  Seconds  accounting  for  7  percent. 
The  proportion  of  Basuto  Hair  was  only  6  percent,  while  the  stocks  of  Locks 
were  insignificant,  as  usual.    See  table,  page  406. 


GERMANY  UTILIZES  LESS  LAND  FOR  BREAD  C-RAIHS 

Land  utilization  in  Germany  to  produce  the  crops  harvested  in  1934 
indicated  a  shift  from  bread  grains  to  feed  grains  and  industrial  crops,  ac- 
cording to  recently  published  official  figures.    This  shift  is  in  direct 
contrast  to  the  tendency  to  increase  Dread  grain  acreages  in  recent  years,  a/ 
A  slight  decline  appears  also  in  the  total  acreage  devoted  to  the  1934  crops 
against  1935  figures.     See  table,  page  402.

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The  areas.,  s own  to.-. -the  various'  crops  harvested  in  1934  probably  were 
affected  somewhat  by  the  hard  winter. of  1933-34,  but  it  is  apparent  that 
some  attempt  has  been  made  by  farmers  to  increase  their  supplies  _ of  feed- 
stuffs  anri.  industrial  plants.    The  acreage  of  bread  grains,  which  accounted 
for  more  of  the  agri cultural .area  than  any  other  group  of  crops,  decreased 
more  than  2  percent  he-lew  plantings  for  the  1933  harvest .  .  Oats  v  declined  1 
percent,  but  barley  increased  about  3  percent  and  mixed  grains  almost  6 
percent.    In  the  case  of  bread  grains,  part  of  the  smaller  acre age  may  be 
attributed  to  the  unfavorable  weather  conditions  prevailing  .at  sowing  time; 
,to  the  severe  winter,,  which  hilled  5.9  percent  of  the  winter  wheat  asreage 
sown  .in  the  fall  of  1933;  and  to  the  prolonged  spring  .drought  of  .^934.    The  si 
influences,  however,  appear  to  be  secondary  to  an  intentional  shift  from 
bread    rains  to  other  crops. 

The  1934  area  devoted  to  industrial  crops,  such  as  rapeseed,  hops , 
flax,,  etc.,  shows  an  increase  over  1933  of  65  percent.  _  The  rapeseed  area 
was  5  times  that  of  1933  and.  .only  11  percent  under  the  1913  .area  within 
present  boundaries.    About  50,450,000  acres  were  devoted  to  .the.  cultivation 
of  crops  of  all  kinds  in  1934  against  50,600,000  acres  in  1933,  a  decrease 
of  C.3  percent.    Meadow,  land  decreased.  0.1  percent,  whi.le  pastures  increased 
1  percent,   orchards  over  9  percent,  and  vineyards  and  gardens,  nearly  2,  per- 
cent each.    The  vegetable  area  increased  this  season  oyer  193,3  more,  .than,  1.  . 
percent,  which  was  mostly  due  to  the  expanded  acreage  ,of.  .cuc\miber,s  .and  .to- 
matoes.   The  total  agricultural  area  ■occupies  about  63  percent  of  all  the 
land  in  Germany.    Most  of  the  territory  lost  after  the  war  was  .in.  Ycul,tiy.a- 
tion  and  of  this  more-  than  25:  percent,  was  devoted  to  bread  grains..  .  , 

•    German-  agricultural  policy  of  recent  years  has-  given,  .indications,  of 
working  toward  greater  self- sufficiency particularly  in  .grain,  .crops »  with 
special  emphasis,  upon.-  bread  grains.    The  successive  acreage  increases,  in 
those,  crops,  together  with  unusually  favorable  growing  seasons  in  19.32  and. 
1933,  resulted  in  the  creation  of  burdensome  grain  supplies  following  the 
1933  harvest.     Disposition  of  these  supplies  and. -sustaining  grain  prices 
have  involved  heavy  government  expenditures.  •  The  cost  .of  the  bread-grain 
policy  was  a  leading  factor  in  the  decision  to  reduce  the  acreage  under 
those  crops  in  1934.    Larger  feed  -grain  supplies,  have  .been  sought  in  con- 
nection with  the  efforts  to  increase  the  domestic  production  of  animal 
fats,,  notably,  lard.    The  1934 'drought ,  however,  interfered  seriously  with 
the  plan  to  provide  cheap  feedstuffs  -for  livestock  producers,,  and  there 
have  been  indications  that  modifications  may  be  necessary  in  the  so-called 
"Eat  Plan".     In  industrial  crops  the  increased  areas  harvested -in  1934  are 
in  line  with,  the  current  policy  of  curtailing  imports'  -as  -far  -as  -possible 
so  that  the  limited  available  foreign  exchange  resources  may  be  devoted  to 
the  purchase  of  products  not  produced  in  Germany.     See  also  "Germany ' s  'De- 
clining Agricultural  Imports",  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  October  8,  1934.
